>m  the  Alpine  Club. 


The  rescue  team  started  up  in 
the  rain  for  the  student  about 
1:15  p.m.  They  reached  Knecht 
and  brought  him  down  with 
ropes. 

Rescuers  finally  reached  the 
floor  of  the  canyon  with  the  ap- 
parently relieved  climber  about 
6 p.m.,  Capt.  Nielsen  reported. 

KNECHT’S  INJURIES  proved 
to  be  minor  and  after  treatment 
he  was  released  from  the  Health 
Center. 

Following  the  rescue  he  was 
asked  why  he  was  climbing 
alone.  Knecht  replied  he  was 
just  out  for  a "few  kicks”  and 
indicated  he  had  gotten  them. 

Capt.  Nielsen  praised  highly 
the  members  of  the  Alpine  Club 
and  other  students  who  rescued 
Knecht.  He  said  they  risked  in- 
jury themselves  by  climbing  in 
rain  and  darkness.

Skousen  stars, 
breaks  record 
in  barnburners

A 6-foot  4-inch  forward  from 
Mesa,  Ariz.,  who  was  worried 
last  week  because  he  felt  his 
shooting  was  a “little  off”  to- 
day holds  the  new  Smith  Field- 
house  record  for  the  most  points 
scored  in  a single  basketball 
game. 

Returned  missionary  Bob 
Skousen  went  on  the  rampage 
Saturday  to  score  47  points  as 
BYU  edged  by  the  UCLA  Bru- 
ins for  the  second  night  in  a 
row,  86-83. 

COACH  STAN  WATTS  said 
the  talented  junior  was  more 
relaxed  than  he  had  been  in 
Friday’s  opening  squeaker,  and 
by  “softening”  his  shots  man- 
aged to  become  as  deadly  as  a 
rattlesnake. 

The  Cougars  had  shaved  the 
powerful  Uclans,  68-66  the  pre- 
vious night  before  8,031  fans 
who  got  more  than  they  had 
bargained  for  at  an  opening 
game. 

BOTH  TILTS  had  all  the  ele- 
ments of  a late  TV  show  “thrill- 
er” complete  with  the  heroes, 
heroines,  villains  and  even  a 
clown. 

Skousen,  of  course  went 
home  with  the  “hero”  award, 
not  only  for  his  brilliant  exhibi- 
tion of  scoring  on  Saturday  but 
for  the  12  rebounds  he  hauled 
down  to  lead  his  teammates 
who  helped  feed  him  the  ball. 

ftlS  TOTAL,  which  broke 
Dave  Eastis’  old  mark  of  44 
points  established  against  New 
Mexico  in  1960,  came  from  a 
mixture  of  jump  shots. 

Skousen  connected  on  19  of 
35  field  goal  attempts  and  added 
another  nine  of  11  shots  from 
the  charity  line.  The  total  was 
divided  between  the  halves  with 
24  points  coming  in  the  first 
half  when  the  score  was  tied 
46-46,  and  the  remainder  in  the 
final  stanza. 

SENIOR  GUARD  John  Green 
led  the  Bruin  attack  for  the  sec- 
ond night  with  24  points,  three 
behind  his  first  night  total  of 
27. 

But  like  the  unfortunate 
heroine  who  never  manages  to 
get  her  man  in  spite  of  all  her 
efforts,  the  Johnny  Wooden- 
coached  Californians  found  the 
Cats  too  hot  to  handle. 

In  the  opening  game  the  Bru- 
ins pulled  into  a quick  lead 
which  they  only  relinquished 
once,  and  led  30-28  at  halftime. 

However,  with  Skousen,  Bruce 
Burton  and  guards  Gary  Batche- 
lor and  Bob  Wilson  to  chip 
away  the  score  was  tied  13 
times  before  the  end.

attached  with  plastic  glue,  or 
topped  with  a bright  tassel. 
Pine  cones  dipped  in  self-pol- 
ishing floor  finish  and  sprinkled 
with  artificial  snow  while  the 


polish  is  wet  add  an  interest- 
ing effect  to  any  tree. 

Solid  color  trees  of  gold  or 
row  on  row  of  blazing-ping  and 
red  paper  carnations.  Pompons- 
made  of  pink  and  silver  tinsel 
can  be  contrasted  against  a 
dark  blue  tree. 

INTERESTING  ORNAMENTS 
can  be  made  with  empty  thread 
sppols  painted  with  poster 
paint.  By  gluing  spools  togeth- 
er figures  of  soldiers,  clowns  or 
Sant  Claus  can  be  formed.  The 
spools  should  be  pained  indi- 
vidually; then  cemented  to- 
gether with  extra-fast-drying 


airplane  cement. 

The  soldier  consists  of  five 
spools  cemented  together,  the 
largest,  painted  red,  in  the 
middle.  The  top  spool  or  hat  is 
black,  and  the  second  is  pink. 
The  bottom  spools  should  be 
painted  blue  for  his  trousers. 
Arms  are  made  of  balsa  wood 
cemented  to  the  top  and  bot- 
tom rims  of  the  spool.  (Balsa 
wood  can  be  cut  with  an  ordi- 
nary kitchen  knife.)  Features 
are  made  of  paper  cut  outs. 

AN  ANGEL  can  be  made  by 
cementing  four  small  spools, 
one  pink  and  three  blue  to- 


gether. Yellow  yarn  is  used  for 
hair.  Her  wings  are  cut  in  an 
arch  out  of  heavy  aluminum 
foil,  with  holes  punched  out.  A 
gold  cord  runs  through  the 
spool  and  is  secured  on  the  bot- 
tom with  a button. 

A large  pink  spool  glued  to 
a smalled  white  one  forms  the 
clown.  Yarn  hair,  a red  ball 
nose,  sequin  eyes,  a red  felt 
mouth,  and  black  felt  bbw  tie 
attached  to  the  white  spool  com- 
plete his  make  up.  A gold  cord 
tied  at  the  bottom  runs  through 
the  spool.

You  can  dec- 
you  wish  to  highlight;  don’t  try 
orate  the  front  door  simply,  but 
effectively,  with  strings  of  col- 
ored lights  in  laurel  roping  or 
evergreen  boughs.  Twine  lights 
about  the  pillars  of  a porch,  or 
among  the  plants  in  flower  box- 
es. 

If  you  own  small  evergreens, 
say  one  at  each  side  of  an  en- 
trance, you  already  own  two 
outdoor  Christmas  trees.  Dec- 


orate these  with  multi-colored 
lights  or  bulbs  in  one  color. 

DON’T  OVERLOOK  windows, 
especially  if  they  are  of  the 
picture  type.  Miss  Fahsbender 
said  these  can  be  decorated 
from  the  outside  as  well  as  the 
inside.  Use  strings  of  outdoor 
lights  to  outline  the  window,  or 
make  a “tree”  from  strings  at- 
tached to  the  top  center  of  the 
window  and  projecting  to  the 
lawn.  Place  the  indoor  tree 
near  a window  where  outsid- 
ers can  enjoy  it  also. 

One  of  the  simplest  decora- 


tions is  the  placement  of  lights 
in  the  windows.  These  can  be 
a candle  and  bulb  within  a 
wreath,  a single  electric  candle 
on  the  window  sill,  or  a candel- 
abra of  several  candles  grad- 
uated in  size. 

ONE  CAUTION:  be  sure  that 
all  cords,  plugs,  sockets  and 
bulbs  used  Outside  are  weath- 
erproofed and  manufactured 
for  outdoor  use.  Keep  connec- 
tions above  puddle  level.  For 
greatest  safety,  use  electrical 
tape  or  similar  waterproof  ma- 
terial to  tape  all  connections. 


And  use  the  rubber  gaskets 
which  come  with  outdoor  sock- 
ets to.  insure  a watertight  con- 
nection between  bulb  and  soc- 
ket.

One  evening  of  fun  can  pro- 
vide a whole  houseful  of  color- 
ful candles  to  brighten  the  hol- 
idays. 

START  WITH  paraffin  wax 
— available  at  food  stores — old 
condle  stubs  or  uncolored  wax 
which  is  sold  at  hobby  stores. 
Tint  the  wax  with  wax  cray- 
ons*, oil  paint  or  aniline  dye. 
Add  the  coloring  after  the  wax 
is  melted  and  stir  to  blend  it. 
Non-wax  crayons,  food  coloring 
or  water-based  dyes  wil  not 
work. 

Use  a juice  can  or  a mason 
jar  set  in  a part  of  water  to  melt 
the  wax.  Never  melt  it  over  di- 
rect heat.  Use  a ladle  to  pour 
the  melted  wax.  It  should  be 
heated  to  190  degrees  Faren- 
heit  before  it  is  poured  into 
molds.

USE  CAKE  candles  as  wicks 
in  short  candles  and  buy  2/0 
size  wicking  at  a hobby  store 
for  the  tall  candles.  It  no  wick- 
ing is  available,  use  heavy 
string.  Dip  it  in  wax  and  pull  it 
taut  under  cold  water  to  stiffen 
it.  Lay  it  on  a -flat  surface  until 
it  is  ready  for  use.  To  make  a 
hole  in  the  candle  for  the  wick 
use  a heated  ice  pick. 

Before  starting,  remember 
that  color  pales  as  the  wax 
cools  and  tests  may  be  neces- 
sary in  order  to  get  the  desired 
color.  Test  in  a jigger  glass  or 
a comparable  small  container 
and  refrigerate  to  hasten  cool- 
ing. Add  or  use  less  tint  to  the 
desired  color. 

Be  sure  to  cool  the  candles' 
at  rom  temperature  or  submer- 
ge in  cold  water  to  speed  cool- 
look  as  if  they  may  permit 
leakage. 


To  check  the  amount  of  wax 
each  mold  needs,  put  a plastic 
bag  in  the  mold  and  will  with 
water.  Then  empty  the  water 
into  the  melting  pan  and  mark 
the  water  line.  Dry  the  pan  and 
fill  it  will  melted  wax  to  that 
point. 

ALMOST  ANYTHING  can 

be  used  as  a mold — cookie  cut- 
ters, jigger  glasses,  funnels, 
glass  and  plastic  containers, 
ing,  but  do  not  refrigerate 
these. 

MOLDS  ARE  prepared  by 
coating  the  inside  surfaces  with 
salad  oil  or  margerine.  Tape  or 
mend  in  some  way  corners  that 


milk  cartons,  cracker  boxes,  or 
even  jello  molds. 

To  make  a tall  clyindrical 
candle,  put  vorrugated  card- 
board in  a mailing  tube  and 
seal  the  ends  up.  To  make  a 
built-in  stand,  cut  coat  hangers 
for  legs  and  insert  into  the 
mold.  Pour  an  inch  of  wax  into 
the  mold  and  let  it  harden  to 
set  the  legs. 

A snowball  can  be  made  by 
cutting  a hollow  rubber  ball  in 
half  and  pouring  wax  into  the 
halves.  When  the  wax  is  set, 
“glue”  halves  together  with 
melted  wax.  For  added  realism,
